We believe that there are a number of 
forei insurance companies ope in 
this State which are unworthy of the public 
confidence. These companies, by evasions of 
our express statutes—and, it may be, by false 
swearing—have been enabled to obtain | 4 
licenses to carry on business in this Common- 
wealth; but to what extent, your committee | «py 
have no means of knowing, as their books, 
papers, &c., were beyond the jurisdiction of 
“the State, and we had no” power to coerce 
their production. 

The result of our investigations has been to 
satisfy us that the present insurance laws of 
the Commonwealth are entirely inadequate 
for the protection of the public. We could, 
if we deemed it necessary, point out in detail | 
their various imperfections, and instance 
many ingenious ways insurance expersts have 
of evading them. Suffice to say, however, 
that we are of opinion that no law we can 
frame will be of much usé in eradicati 
these worthless and insolvent institations 
from the State, unless it shall be committed 
to an efficient agent, charged especially with 
its execution. 

The business of insurance is assuming enor- 
mous proportions in all of its branches; and 
whilst we recognize sound and solvent insur- ,* 
ance companies as among the most beneficent 
institutions conceived and crea men, 
on the other hand, unsound and insolvent 
ones are about the most outrageous and in- 
iquitous. 

The statute laws of our State prononnce 
heavy penalties against the vending and sale 
of lottery tickets. Yet what comparison is 
there in the heipousness of that offense, as 
compared with that of the vending and selling 
bogus insurance polieies? We think there is 
none whatever, When aman buys a lottery 
ticket, if he has his proper senses, he generally 
knows what to expect; but when he takes out 
a policy of insurance upon his life or his

The following extracts from the books of pri- 
vate instructions, put by these companies in 
the hands of their agents, may not be inappro- 
priate, as showing the ways and means adopt- 

ed to deceive, sednce and importune persons 
to INSURE in their companies: 

‘In representing the interests of the ‘ 
Insurance Conspany,’ agents are requested to 
say as little against any other company as 
possible. Nothing is gained by ‘running 
cown’ oreven showing the imperfections of 
another insurance company, notwithstanding 
the view ap in question may really be badly 
managed, and justly deserving of rebuke from 
those who are ady sed; still the public are so 
illy posted upon general principles of insur- 
anee, that a remark from an iusurance 
man is usually Constrned to have been utlered 
in malice or with a _— of rivalry. Avoid 

iving your opinion of other companies (if 1t 
- against them), unless it be with or to those 
who understand and are posted in the insur- 
ance business.’

satisfy us that the present insnrance laws of 
the Commonwealth are entirely inadequate 
for the protection of the public. We could, ' 
if we deemed it necessary, point out in detail 
their various imperfections, and instance 
many ingenious ways insurance expersts have 
of evading them. Suffice to say, however, 
that we are of opinion that no law we can 
frame will be of much usé in eradicati 
these worthless and insolvent institations 
from the State, unless it shall be committed 
to an efficient agent, charged especially with 
its execution. 

The business of insurance is assuming enor- 
mous proportions ia all of its branches; and 
whilst we recognize sound and solvent insur- , 
ance companies as among the most beneficent 
institutions conceived and created by men, 
on the other hand, unsound and insolvent 
ones are about the most outrageous and in- 
iguitons. 

The statute laws of our State pronornnce 
heavy penalties against the vending and sale 
of lottery tickets. Yet what comparison is 
there in the heipousness of that offense, as 
compared with that of the vending and selling 
bogus insurance policies? We think thvere is 
none whatever, ‘hen aman buys a lottery 
ticket, if he has bis proper senses, he generally 
knows what to expect; but when he takes out 
a policy of insurance upon his life or his 
property, upon which may depend the nell 
subsistence of his family or himse 
be has a right to expect and demand 
of the legislators of his State that the 
companies chartered and licensed ander their 
sanction shall be in a condition to fulfill their 
contracts and agreements. 

The laws which we herewith submit for 
your consideration are substantially those in 
iorce in New York and Ohio, and which have 
proven so efficacious in on the people of
